interests in PUtsburg and the Alleg- 
gbeny valley must co-operate with the 
federal go\ernn.ent in a tfmnicial way 
If they expect, assistance by this Con- 
gress in slacH watering the AHeghany 
river by the cuti-.tructlon of additional 
loclcs and dams from Natrona to 
a 


point 60 mUes a'^uve Pittsburg. This 
Is the decision of the Commerce Com- 
mission of the Senate, which has i«si 
completed consideration oC the House 
River and Harbor bill, and amendments 
to toe sara<- offered by the Senate. The 
committee favo"s the amendment of 
Senator George T. Oliver of Pittsburg 
appropriating $300,000 to continue Al- 
legheny river improvement?, but 
it 


provides that interests which would 
benefit by the proposed project must 
contribute si like sum. Friends of the 
Allegheny s-ay this establishes a bad 
precedent and if accepted by Fittsburg 
might not stop with 
this 
particular 


project, but that succeeding Congress- 
es might demand local participation in 
•waterway improvements. 


Supporters of the Toughiogheny riv- 


er were given a surprise when the com- 
mittee took out of the bill as it came 
from the House an appropriation 
of 


J75.00G for that stream.
